In referring 
to the El Sabha post the Egyptians 
and Israelis seem to be talking 
about two different places on the 
same plateau, which is crossed by 
the border. 


Uttle Trace of Battle 


The terrain at El Sabha showed 


little trace of the battle in which 
the Israelis claimed they killed 50 
Egyptians. The Egyptians said 
they killed 200 Israelis, a figure 
the Israeli spokesmen have called 
untrue for days. 


Correspondents visiting the 


Egyptian side of the line saw no 
guns bigger than mortars. There 
was no evidence of two Sherman 
tanks which the Egyptians claimed 
they had used in the fighting and 
which the Israelis said had been 
knocked out- 


There were ,no reports of re- 


newed fighting today on another 
trouble area along the Israeli- 
Egyptian border, the Gaza Strip 
some 50 miles north of El Auja.

GENEVA IS*)—With Sec- 


retary of State Dulles playing 
the leading role, the Western 
powers appear to have won 
the Big Four conference bat- 
tie with Russia up to this mid- 
way point. 


That may ~be the real reason 


Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov is making the long flight 
to Moscow and back this weekend 
for consultations with his govern- 
ment. 


News of his trip aroused specula- 


tion among Western diplomats here 
that he will seek new instructions 
from Soviet leaders. If the specula- 
tion proves true. Western circles- 
hoped the result would be to modi- 
fy Molotov's stand against action 
on German unification at this 
time.' 


Moscow on Defensive 


Whatever the true purpose of 


his Moscow mission may be, the 
record of the Geneva meeting so 
far shows that the Western Big 
Three foreign ministers have been 
almost constantly on the _offensive 
and that Molotov has been most,, 
frequently in a defensive position. 


The latest example of this con- 


trast came Friday night when 
Dulles, 'acting »for the West, con- 
fronted the Soviet foreign minister 
with a. proposal for German-wide 
elections next September as a first 
step toward carrying, out the West- 
ern. unification program.

little chance of electing a president 
next year if they do not identify 
Eisenhower directly with the. GOP 
record they are assailing—particu- 
larly if Eisenhower should seek a 
second term. 


Secondary Target 


Even this group, however, appar- 


ently would make the President 
only a secondary target if he chose 
not to run again. 


The be-kind-to-Eisenhower the- 


ory seems likely to be followed by- 
Sen. Lyndon-B. .Johnson of Texas. 
the Senate "Democratic leader, and 
other congressional leaders who 
have been paving the way'for ac- 
tion on what they call a '"moder- 
ate" Democratic legislative pro- 
gram.

Johnson never gave much en- 


couragement to chairman Paul M. 
Butler and other Democratic Na- 
tional Committee-officials who had 
embarked—before -the' presidential 
heart attack—on a campaign of 
striking directly at Eisenhower. ' 


• 
No Repeat 


Since the President's illness But- 


ler has not repeated these attacks 
and some.other Democrats have 
gone out of their way to display 
political courtesy to the- President. 


Sen. Kefauver (D-Tenn), a po- 


tential candidate for the 1956 Dem- 
ocratic presidential 
nomination, 


recently criticized those among .the 


Republican party ranks who he 
said seemed to want Eisenhower 
to retire before his present term 
expires. 


In a speech at Dayton, Ohio. Fri- 


day night, Kefauvcr said Eisen- 
hower's "great crusade has bogged 
down in a sorry mess of deals and 
favoritism." The T e n n e s s c a n 
called for dismissal of administra- 
tion appointees w h o s e ethical 
standards he questioned. 


But Kefauver noted that Eisen- 


hower is ill and said the Presi- 
dent probably hadn't read about 
the latest of these cases. Ho de- 
manded to know what the Eisen- 
hower "tenm" was going to do 
about it, without calling on Eisen- 
hower himself to act. 


GOP Confident 


Republicans are generally con-

that if Eisenhower isn't 


himself a candidate, he will give 
active campaign support to the 
nominee.

consti-uction of a new St. Paul's 
Lutheran Church have been an- 
nounced. The building program 
calls for remodeling of the old 
structure' for use as a religious 
education building. 


The new church will be built to 


the west of, and connected with, 
the old church at Fifth and Jeffer- 
son Streets. 


The building program will be an 


important milestone for Oregon 
Lutherans. Luhteran services were 
held in Oregon as early as 1844, 
and the congregation was official- 
ly organised in. 1848. Its 
first 


church was built on the north side 
of the Courthouse square in 1850. 
The present 'church, was built in 
1893. 


Established Fund 


As early as January, 1952, the 


congregation, realizing the church 
would need- more room, establish- 
ed a new building1 fund. Members 
Jiave contributed to the fund each 
Sunday, and it now includes about 
half the money needed'to begin 
construction. 


In order to accelerate the pro- 


ram, the rtiurch Jii launching a 
new building'fund-program. Dur- 
ing Sunday's worship service the 
congregation will dedicate itself to 
the task, and the. pastor, the P.ev. 
Paul R. Bollman, will commission 
40 men to visit every home in the 
congregation to receive assurances 
of the members' cooperation. 


Horace H. Etayre, organization- 


al chairman, will direct the worfe 
ers. The visits will be^made Sun- 
day afternoon and evening, and, if 
necessary, in the evenings next 
week. 


Hollie J. Guist, general chair- 


man, says he believes the congre- 
gation will exceed the goal of 
$60.000 in cash and pledges, which 
will make it possible to begin con- 
struction in 1957 or 1938. 


Full details of the building have 


not been developed, but plans call 
for a fireproof sanctuary to be 
built on. the lot west of the pres-' 
ent building at a cost of about 
$150,000. It will provide for two 
choirs and will have a large bal- 
cony with an-overall seating capa- 
city of more than 400. 


The downstairs assembly room 


will seat more than 200 at tables. 
There will be a stage at the front 
of the room, and a kitchen is 
planned.- 


The new buildnig will be con- 


nected to the old'in front. The new 
church's exterior will be either 
stone or brick.

HOW MUCH will it cost to build 


a house you see illustrated with 
floor plans? if you could figure out 
an accurate' answer to this ques- 
tion—an ajiswer that would apply 
to every house in every location— 
you'd have something worth per- 
haps as much as a recipe for syn- 
thetic uranium. 


About the only way you can find 


out exactly how much it will cost 
to build a house is to go ahead 
and build it. But even then you 
can't apply that knowledge to an- 
other house. A second house will 
cost you more or less than the first 
one. 
The variables involved are 


amazing. 


Whether a builder may have his 


wife and mother-in-law on his pay- 
roll for income tax purposes, or 
any other purpose, can affect his 
overhead and the cost of a house. 
His sons and cousins, working for 
him at nonunion wages can have 
an opposite effect on the cost. If 
he can get good prices in buying 
materials and get conscientious 
production from his workmen. Hi 
costs can go down. If the weather- 
man betrays him, or strikes dis- 
rupt his schedule, up go the costs 
again.

was built for $1,000 legs, or Sl.OOO 
more in some town a few hundred 
miles away. And it means less if 
that house was built six months or 
a year ago. 


Building costs change from sea- 


son to season, from town to town. 
A survey by. the Dow Sen-ice in 
New York" shows that building 
costs in general went up an aver- 
age of 1\z per cent throughout 
states cast of the Mississippi and 
in eastern Canada since last spring. 
That's an average of S500 on a 
$20.000 house. 


In 24 out of 85 cities surveyed, 


it costs more to build a house than 
in New York. But in 61 places it's 
cheaper—as much as 36 per cent 
cheaper in Greenville.

A well known tool manufacturer 


makes just such a unit. Actually 
there are two. 
One operates all 


doors—roll-up or swing-up—up to 
16 feet wide by seven feet high: 
the other operates "doors up to 16 
feet wide by eight feet high. 


Xeetls Power 


The power comes from a 7-i-h.p- 


self-lubricating 
electric m o t o r , 


which can be plugged into your 
garage circuit like an appliance. 
No extra wiring is needed. 


You bolt the motor unit to the 


garage ceiling or other overhead 
construction.

from the motor unit to the garage 


door via a continuous drive chain 
which rides on a T-rail. 


The only other separate parts of 


the operator are the radio receiv- 
er, which is mounted beside the 
motor unit, and the transmitter, 
which mounts beneath the hood of 
your car.

on the T-rail, the T-rail itself is 
connected to the top of the motor 
unit and to a steel bracket that 
must be centered over the door on 
the front vail of the garage.

Wiring the transmitter to your

Driving Precautions 


Power brakes and power steering can get you into trou- 


ble when driving on ice because they make it easier to over- 


e fact is pointed out by the National Safety Council 


in a new booklet on winter driving hazards, based on 15 
years of actual research on frozen lakes. 


"This will be the first winter during which a large num- 


ber of cars equipped with power brakes and power steering 
wm be on thqe road," said Arnold Vey. director of traffic 
and transportation for the Council. 


"Many drivers have not been adequately instructed m 


usin- the new equipment, especially under winter conditions. 
We need a 5!w ?ook at some of the ABC's of driving today s 
cars safely and skillfully."* 
* 
* 


The Council's winter driving booklet covers the ABC's 


in detail, emphasizing the necessity to practice smooth driv- 
ing all year so that it is a habit when roads are slippery. 


Over-controlling is one of the chief winter driving er- 


rors according to the Council. Starting, stopping and 
changing direction too suddenly causes many damaging and 
sometimes fatal skids. 


Since power brakes and power steering make it easier 


to lock the brakes or over-steer as the result of a panicky 
reaction to an emergency, the Council's booklet recommends 
that drivers practice using a deft touch on such devices. 


Automatic transmissions and hydraulic drives give good 


starting control on ice and snow, the booklet states. How- 
ever if your car has "duel range" transmission it is recom- 
mended that the lower or "S" range be used on slippery 
surfaces.

Here are some tips from the booklet on starting, stop- 


ping and steering: 
STARTING— Adjust the seat correctly so your foot 


rests fully and easily 'on the accelerator. Feed gas slowly 
and smoothly to avoid spinning the wheels. With a gear 
shift car, start in second. Don't let the clutch pedal out fast. 
It does no good to lower tire pressure on modern tires. Snow 
tires may help, and tire chains def initely will. 
STOPPING — Learn the technique of pumping your 


brakes. Apply the brakes quickly (lock them) for an instant, 
and as quickly completely release them for an instant. Re- 
Deat this on-off action rapidly to a full stop. The effect is to 
give short intervals of maximum braking, alternated with 
short intervals of effective steering wh'en wheels roll. This 
pumping method is especially important with power brakes, 


Council tests have shown that reinforced tire chains 


cut braking distances, in half on both snow and ice. The 
reinforced tire chain -has projecting teeth or cleats on the 
link of each cross chain. They not only give the best stopping 
and traction performance, but also provide excellent resist- 
ance to side skids. 
Some snow tires give substantial advantage in loose 


snow and slush, but they are not much more effective than 
regular tires for ice or hard-packed snow, the booklet 
advises. 
. *• 
< 
STEERING — Turn your wheel carefully to take ad- 


vantage of the maximum steering power of your tires. If 
you should over-steer, straighten 'a bit and then turn again. 
This can be compared to the "pumping" technique recom- 
mended for brakes. If you, start to skid, turn your wheels 
immediately in the direction of the skid, but don't over- 
_compensate.

- When a child from a so-called 
"good home" gets into serious 
trouble other parents say in shock- 
ed disbelief, "I just can't under- 
stand it." 


Bertram M. Beck, director of 


the juvenile delinquency project 
of the U. S. Children's Bureau, 
has a name for these boys and 
girls from "good homes" who get 
into trouble. He calls them Subur- 
ban Delinquents, and he points out 
that suburban delinquency is on 
the increase in America. 


Beck finds the same kinds of 


delinquency we once thought of as 
originating mainly in the slum 
areas of cities appearing more 
and more otteri in our middle- 
class and upper-class suburbs. He

A—There are actually two sub- 


stances'which are sometimes used 
in human beings U> delay the co- 
agulation or clotting of blood. One 
of these is heparin which is ob- 
tained by making an extract from 
the liver. The other is tlieuinarol 
which was originally obtained from 
spoiled sweet clover and can now 
be made in the laboratory. These 
substances must be used with care 
since too much of them may result 
in -excessive bleeding. They are 
not used too freely to prevent apo- 
plexy but may have \alue for a 
few patients. 


Q—I am a saleswoman standing 


on my feet from 6".30 in the morn- 
ing to 5 or 6 in the evening, with 
only a half hour for lunch when I 
sit. Lately my right leg has begun 
paining me and even after a good 
night's sleep, I awake in the morn- 
ing with the same feeling. Is tins 
a beginning- of something serious? 
—Mrs. T. M. 


A—There are several possible 


causes for the discomfort you are 
having in your leg. You should 
have jour feet examined for the 
possibility of fallen arches and to 
make sure that you are wearing 
the most comfortable shoes pos- 
sible. There is also the possibility 
of some difficulty with the blood 
circulation in your legs. I should 
say that this was serious enough 
for you to seek relief.

Police to Quiz Hoodlums 
In Search for Murderer 


PHOENIX. Ariz. (*>— A nation- 


wide quiz of hoodlums was under- 
way today in the search for the 
bomb-slayer of pudgy Willie Bioff, 
a retired filmland racketeer credit- 
ed with talking a few of his pals 
Into jail. 


Bioff, 55. was killed when his 


pickup truck was blown apart as 
he was starting it at his home in 
northeast Phoenix Friday. He had 
beejt living here about sax years 
under an assumed name with his 
wife, who said after the explosion: 


"He didn't have an enemy in the 


world." 


Lt. Ralph Edmundson, in charge 


of the investigation for the sheriff's 
office, said authorities here have 
"very little to go on '' 


"We were not too well acquaint- 


ed with the man or his acquaint- 
ances," Edmundson said, 
"but 


we're going to take time to get 
acquainted '' 


Collect Data 


He said material on Bioff—who 


lived here under the narre of Wil- 
liam Nelson—is being sent here 
from several cities arid that known 
acquaintances of the former Holly- 
wood film union leader will be 
questioned anywhere they can be 
found 


The blast mutilated Bioff's body 


and threw wreckage over a radius 
of several hundred feet. It tore a 
hole in the roof of the garage, shot 
two chunks of metal into the wall 
of a home about 100 feet away and 
shattered windows in s e v e r a l 
nouses 


Bioff's body was blown about 15 


feet from the garage. His right leg 
and right hand were torn off. 


Small parts of the body were found 
on the garage roof. 


Made Million 


Bioff, who once told a grand jury 


in New York that he had received 
more than a million dollars from 
film pioducers as a front man for 
an underworld syndicate, got his 
start in labor in 1932, when he be- 
came a chauffeur for the late Mike 
Galvm, head of the AFL Team- 
sters Union. 


He went to Hollywood in 1936 as 


a "special representative" of 
George Browne, president of the 
International Alliance of Theatrical 
and Stage Employes. In Holly- 
wood, Bioff gained virtual control 
of the movie industry union, which 
had a membership of about 46,000 
men and women. 


In November. 1941. Bioff and 


Brownie were convicted of extort- 
ing $550.000 from several movie 
studios. Bioff was sentenced to 10 
years and Browne to 8 but both 
obtained their release in 1944 The 
release repoitedly came after they 
gave testimonv that led to the con- 
viction of several other racketeeis 


Threats of physical violence and 


strikes were used against the 
movie studios to extoit money. 


Bioff was quoted as saying in 


court once: "Those producers will 
do anything I tell them to do, any- 
thing I want them to '

Walter S. Symonda. a member of 


the Christian Science Board of 
Lectureship, San Antonio. Tex., de- 
livered a public lecture Friday 
night 
in 
the 
First 
Methodist 


Church, Dixon. His topic was, 
"Christian Science: God's Prom- 
ises Fulfilled." 


The text of his lecture: 
Throughout the ages men have 


been seeking a true knowledge of 
their origin, of their purpose, and 
of the substance of their existence. 
In every field of activity we have 
seen this effort expanded and have 
noted Uie unremitting toil of mor- 
tal man's search. 
The Psalmist, contemplating the 


facts of God's creation, said (Ps. 
139:14). "I will praise thee: for I 
am 
fearfully 
and 
wonderfully 
made." Who is it that has not 
wondered at the questions, "What 
is man, that thou art mindful of 
him? and the son of man, that thou 
visitest him?" (Ps. 8:4). Who is it 
that has not felt the qoy and hope 
revealed in the promises found in 
the Bible? 
Deep in the heart of the aborigi- 


nal man, there was a profound in- 
stinct to worship a god or gods, to 
attribute creation to a force or 
forces beyond the grasp of human 
knowledge. Grossly material peo- 
ple demanded a god they could 
touch 01; see. Their imaginations 
took form in a supposed power res- 
ident in the sun. the moon, or the 
stars. They saw in the hills and 
mountains, the forests and streams, 
the dwelling places of deities whose 
wrath must be appeased. 
Yet in all these efforts to find 


God in matter, there has been no 
satisfaction. 
- Mrs. Eddy defines God in "Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures" (p. 465). "God is in- 
corporeal, divine, supreme, infinite 
Mind. Spirit. Soul. Principle, Life, 
Truth, Love." Then in "Miscel- 
laneous Writings" (pp. 258. 259) 
she says, "God's interpretation of 
Himseff furnishes man with the 
only suitable or true, idea of Him; 
and the divine definition of Deity 
differs essentially from the human. 
It interprets the law of Spirit, not 
of matter. It explains the eternal 
dynamics of being, and shows that 
nature and man are as harmonious 
today as in the beginning, when 
'all "things were made by Him; 
and without Him was not any 
thing made.' " 
Since God is the only creator, 


one who contemplates the order 
and symmetry of the universe can 
feel the prese'nce of a divine intel- 
ligence or a Supreme Being. Ex- 
periments with matter fail to de- 
termine the First Cause: and so 
material scientists are confused 
about the origin of man. While 
mortal man has been delving into 
matter for God. Christian Science 
has simply turned to God as Spirit 
and from this basis has rationally 
proved that Spirit and Mind are 
synonyms for God. 
The.life and teachings of Christ 
Jesus have given us the clearest 
concept of the infinite eternal God 
and the oneness of His being. The 
Bible declares His creation and 
sets forth the promises for unfold- 
ing His ideas. Mrs. Eddy says 
(Science and Health, 
p. 327). 
"Reason is the most active human 
facultv." Reason shows us logical- 
ly and distinctly that the one God 
created the spiritual universe: and 
Christian Science, using this same 
logic, points out unmistakably this, 
spiritual fact and the unreality of 
the material belief of creation.
